Jere Wells Retires 

Much more than an 18-year association 
came to an end yesterday when Jere Wells 
relinquished his office as superintendent of 
Fulton county schools. 

For Wells, who resigned to contest for the 
fifth district congressional seat, has left an 
imprint on the county system that will last. 


The period of his association with the school 


system has been one of steady growth. The 


schools had to grow with the county, and with- 
out great administrative ability and imagination 
and initiative, Mr. Wells could not have brought 
the system to its present excellent standing. 

In 1925, the school system had less than 
$200,000 in property in the entire system. To- 
day, it is valued in excess of $4,000,000. Wells 
showed splendid business administrative ability 
in handling the job. 

In 1925,-there were 6,500 pupils, of which 
exactly 10 per cent were in high school. Today, 
there are 25,000 pupils, with 5,800, or more than 
20 per cent, in high school. 

At the same time, the tax rate for property 
outside Atlanta has remained the same, 74 
mills and the county-wide tax has increased 
only one-half a mill. At the same time, per- 
manent buildings have replaced portables and 
average salaries have been raised from $995 to 
$1,543. 

It has been well said that the Fulton system 
has made more \progress in the last. 10 years 
than any other school system in America. 

Wells’ record is \one few school men can 
equal. Fulton county and education generally 
have benefitted greatly from his 18 years of 
highly successful administration.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
VINSON’S RECORD WASHINGTON, June 30.~—With the 


passage of his latest naval construction 
bill, Representative Carl Vinson, of Georgia, has achieved a record 
for legislative enactments which has been seldom, if ever, equaled 
in the history of congress. 

To date the Milledgeville congressman, chairman of the highly 
influential House Naval Affairs Committee, has 
sponsored and passed a total-of 48 important war 
measures, authorizing total appropriations of 
$16,000,000,000—all since the heginning of the 
session in January. 

Including the first session of the present 
congress, he has sponsored and piloted through 
the house a total of 99 bills. The aggregate 
appropriations involved is in excess .of $20,- 
000,000,000. 

. All of the measures relate to the war effort 
in some. way or another. In not one of them has 
he been defeated. In fact, the Vinson record 
during the more than 10 years he has been 
chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee bears 
only one defeat. The house turned him down 
on a bill authorizing funds for the fortification 
of Guam at a time when we were leaning over 
gas tery to appease’the Japs. . 

ow Vinson could probably bring in a bill-to 
fortify the moon and the house would approve it. Those who op- 
posed him on the Guam matter are still hiding their faces. Well 
they might. 

Long credited with being the father of our fast-growing new 
Navy, Representative Vinson has sponsored every piece of naval 
legislation adopted by congress since the beginning of the Roose- 
velt administration. Before that we had not built a first-class 
battleship in many years. 


PREPARATION OF BILLS His striking reputation for get- 

ting legislation approved is not 
unearned. No member of the house devotes a greater amount of 
care to the preparation of bills before they are finally presented 
for floor consideration. No committee chairman rules his group 
with a firmer hand. Only once ina rare while does the naval com- 
mittee get out of Vinson’s hands. Then he can usually be relied 
upon to gather them back into the fold with a little back-stage 
nursing, 

Few ‘Georgians may realize it, but Vinson, through the more than 
25 years of service he has spent in the house, has come to be recog- 
nized as one of the chief characters of congress. Without this it 
would have been difficult for him to have piled up the successful 
legislative record he has achieved. A _ consistent administration 
supporter, he rarely is found off the New Deéal reservation. 

The result is that he is regarded as one of the main cogs in the 
majority leadership organization. Behind the scenes he is always 
counted on to render valuable aid to Speaker Rayburn and Majority 
Leader McCormack in putting through the administration program. 


ADMIRALS AND BRAID The way Vinson rules the admirals 
in the Navy is a source of amuse- 
ment no less to the White House than to his colleagues. Whatever 
may be their position of power in the Navy Department, the ad- 
mirals lose their gold braid when they go-before Vinson’s com- 
mittee. He takes them down as sternly as a second-rate under- 
departmental official, yet does it in a manner to command respect. 
The admirals, keen disciplinarians themselves, love it. 
Since the Milledgeville member, who ‘hasn’t a river in his dis-

Airplane fighting is, perhaps, the most difficult of all. Despite 
the fact we have made amazing progress in the production of arms 
and weapons, the engineers have failed to be of enough help te 
the gunners on planes. 

It still is necessary for planes to approach an adversary very 
closely before firing. It is almost as bad as the days of the old 
wooden ships when they drew up opposite one ayother and began 
to pour lead and iron into their respective sides and decks. 

The machineguns and the cannon on modern fighter airplanes 
are fixed and are aimed by aiming the plane itself.. On the big 
bombers there are guns which must be aimed. 

The first country which comes out with guns which are aimed 
automatically will have a tremendous advantage in the very vital 
field cf fire power. 

Anything which would enable gunners to fire effectively without 
coming in too close would provide a great advantage. 

In the first World War Captain Eddie Rickenbacker was our 
chief ace. Much of his success came from, he believed, his ability 
to fly almost on the tail of any enemy plane. He always believed 
his long experience in handling racing cars gave him a sense af 
timing and of distance which he would not otherwise have had.

MY DAY: To American Boys 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK CITY, Monday.—I found some friends staying in 
the house when I reached Washington on Saturday, and two of 
them even joined me at a very early breakfast Sunday morning be- 
fore 1 went off to Richmond, Va., by train. 
Because of some difficulty with a pipe, we were 
three-quarters of an hour late in*leaving Wash- 
ington, and by the time we reached Richmond 
we were one hour and a half late, 

IT knew that Governor Darden and some of 
the officers of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
were planning to meet me. Luckily, they had 
discovered how late the train was and all we 
had to do was to hurry through lunch. We 
reached the hall on time and I was sorry; I 
was not able to stay for the whole meeting. 
The Governor took me on the afternoon <32% 
plane, so we had an opportunity to talk for a “axe e: 
little while. Il was impressed by his sincerity and interest in a 
number of questions which are very important to his own state 
and ‘to all southern states today. 

He would like to see his state do on a state scale what the Farm 
Security Administration does on a national scale, in making more 
productive the poorer farms of the state. If every state would do 
that, we would cease having soil erosion. We would soon have more 
intelligent farming which would improve the land for the’ future 
and produce more for people to eat and to market at the present 
time.

“T have just come back from Northern Ireland, where I met a
